RADCLYFFE HALL’S SHORT TALES 


Here are three novelx written by 
women. First of all, “Mutador” 
(Gollancz, 88.), by Miss Marguerite 
Steen, whose long novels follow so 
closely on one another's heels that 
alarm at the author's industry must 
be any reviewer's first feeling.
